“In that comparatively 
brief time we have wiped out of ex- 
istence concerns that have mulcted 
the people of this country of more 
than $100,000,000 by frauds perpe- 
trated through the use of the mails.

That Old Time Instruments Ap- 
peal to Emotions More Subtdy 
Than Barking Brass—Walter Bal- 
four Recital.

Reed and string instruments have 
been, since the dawn of music, the ve- 
hicles of man's finer and inner emo- 
tions. 

Prehistoric people, Egyptians under 
the rules of their cultured Menes, and 
the Shepherd Kings of ancient Greece 
expressed their joy, sorrow, love and 
reverence through the Pan's pipes, 
the lyra of Orpheus, the harp of 
David; the only innovation was the 
organ, that supreme expression of 
zeal and piety of the grand Gothic 


Brasses, cymbals and tom-toms 
were kept for open-air festivities, 
great announcements and public re- 
joicing. The reeds and strings were 
the more intimate musical instru- 
ments until yesterday. Chamber 
music, so called, is the direct heir of 
that finer interpretation of sentiment. 

There is no form of musical per- 
formance that comes closer to the 
listener, that possesses @ greater pow- 
er of elevation and education into the 
finer realm of that great art. 

The excellent programme of the 
Krauss String Quartette, at the 


confirmed the musical value of a 
string orchestra, in that personal ap- 
peal and elévating influence. 

Arnold Krauss, concert master of 
the Los Angeles Symphony Orchestra, 
is too well known as a violinist of 
high merit and progressive artist of 
fine judgment to require any com- 
mendation for his excellent choice of 
co-artists and unusual programme. 

He was ably seconded by Jules 
Koopman, a violinist who was for 
fifteen years a member of the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra; Julius Bier- 
lich played the viola, and Ludwik 
Opid, long associated with the Sym- 
phony Orchestra as first ‘cello com- 
pleted the personnel of the quartette

The Exceptionally Bright Boys. 
LOS ANGELES, Nov. 18.—{To the 


Editor of The Times:] Here {fs a 
question which has puzzled me. Why 
is it that the exceptionally bright boy 
and girl so often make failures as 
business men and women? 

I see with my mind's eye a picture, 
it is of a class I entered in a small 
town when I was 12 years old. What 
I shall have to say will be about eight 
boys and two girls in our class, whom 
I remember well, and whose business 
careers I have watched with interest. 
Four boys and one girl were leaders in 
our class, each struggling for high- 
est honors. The other four boys and 
girl were just ordinary specimens 
judging from their eagerness for 
books and knowledge. They seemed 
to take things easy. 

What kind of business men and 
women did these eight boys and two 
girls make? Three of the boys, who 
were exceptionally bright, are dead 
all having died in their early twen- 
ties, and after they had become 
slaves to the morphine habit. I, the 
only survivor, have never accomplished 
anything. The exceptionally bright 
girl, who was beautiful and talented, 
lost her reputation, and the last I 
he from her she had made no ef- 
fort to regain it.

DECLARES IT FAILURE, 
President. Asks to Be Relieved 
After Fifteen Years of Service. 
Annual Reports Show Great Work 
Accomplished for City’s Depend - 

ent and Destitute Folk.

The officers of the Associated Char- 
ties yesterday issued their annual 
report for the year ending October 31, 
1912. Among other things, the pres- 
ident, H. W. Frank, says? 

“It seems an injustice that a con- 


‘structive charity organization should 


have to the publie which is being 
benefited by it for a chase to make 
better men and women and to place 
their children beyond the need of 
asking charity when they have come 
to man's estate, . 

“I am tired of the sound of tas 
day.“ I am glad beyond expression 
that we will not and cannot hold an- 
other. It amswered the purpose 
for which it came into being, but tt 
has deteriorated rath than ad- 
vanced our cause.” aie 

Mr. Frank has of 
the organization for years, and 
insists that he must be relieved of the 
responsibility this vea on account of 
the pressure of other Interests. 

Spencer K. Sewall,*secretary, in his 
report shows that the receipts & the 
association were $4000 less than in 
1911, and $3500 tess than in 1910, 
while the disbursements were 3 
more than in 1911 and $3000 mere 
than in 1910. The total disburse- 
ments of the year were, In round 
num bers, 5,000, the receipts $20.- 
000, thus eating up the accumulated 
surplus of $5000 and leaving the as- 
sociation with but $310 to begin the 
new year. 

In referring to the industrial de- 
partment and woodyard the secre- 
tary says that it has been maintained 
for the past four years at an annual 


‘expense of from $3000 to $5000, but 


that this will now be taken over by 
the city, the municipality having ap- 
propriated $8000 for that purpose in 
the budget of the present year. The 
report shows that during the past 
year the association furnished to the 
needy 13,000 free meals and 5131 free 
beds; found employment for 1090 idle 
men and for thirty-two women out 
of forty-one applicants; gave away 
4933 articles of clothing and bedding. 
The number of indwiduals afded, in- 
eluding men, women and children. 
was 16,272. 

Mr. Sewall calls particular attention 
to. the fact that the loss in contribu- 
tions was not from lack of generosity 
on the part of benevolent contribu- 
tors, as the number is larger than 
ever, but it was the falling off of tag- 
day receipts. 

One item in the report of the sec- 
retary is alone a sufficient justifica- 
tion, if it Reeds and justification, for 
the support the Associated Charities 
receives from people and municipall- 
ty. In May, 1912, the steamship Bu- 
fort brought to this city 160 destitute 
mien, women and children, citizens of 
the United States, who were refugees 
from Mexico. The entire party was 
brought here by the association, main- 
tained until sent to their proper des- 
tinations, and in six weeks the entire 
number had been properly dispose 
of. at an expense of $3853.62. The 
city reimbursed the association to the 


amount of $500, and $156.10 was re- 


eetved: from private donations, lea 
ing a balance of about $200 to be paid 
out of the general fund of the asso- 
cfation.

RIVERSIDE, Noy. 20.—{2xctusive 
Dispatch.} In an attempt to save Rig 
home from a fire, which proved te 
have its ori in heavily-charged 
wires, G F. Oberg of No. 525

0 an opportunity of voting for or against the proposed city 
charter recently drafted by a committee of freeholders per-
